Claims 1-1 1 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
magnetic resonance imaging assembly, wherein the second coil phase varied from the 
first coil phase to correct asymmetries with the imaging field, in combination with the 
remaining limitations of the claim. 

Claims 12-16 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
magnetic resonance imaging assembly, wherein the controller including logic adapted to 
very the second coil phase and the first coil phase independently to correct the imaging 
field, in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

Claims 17-20 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a 
method of producing a magnetic resonance image, wherein adjusting the second coil 
current and the first coil current provides phase-shift in the imaging field, in combination 
with the remaining limitations of the claims.
